Is a gocd day this; a day on which after a long and grievous 
bondage of our Nation-under wicked and tyrannous U.urp- 
ers, our miraculouſly preſerved lawful righttui King, was 
as miraculouſly reſtored, and brought home to fit on iis Fe- 
thers Throne. And though for the long Life and Proſpericy of our 
King we ſhould every day pray ; yet on this da\of his Birth and new 
Birth we ſhould double our Devotions ; pray and pray, yea never think 
that we can pray too oft, Let the King live for: ever. 

And to itir you up to he conſtant and frequent in praying for the 
long Life and the erernal Life, the earthly Proſperity and Heavenly 
Glory of our King ; I have choſen for the foundation and ground-work 
of my Diſcourſe unto you on this day, this Prayer, which was made by & 
Loyal Subject for his Royal Sovereign, O King live for ever. 

Before I proceed to the handling of theſe word, which conſiſt of

it will de m—_— for the clearer illuſtration of them to ſhew, 
1. Who it was that made this Prayer; and, - 
2, For whom it was that he made it. 

1.The perſon that gave this Royal Title;O K:ng;and this Loyal Pray- 
er, Live for ever, was one of Gods holy Prophets'; one who though he 
ſtand ranked but in the head of the minor Prophets, was one of the 
greateſt of Prophets, and holieſt of Men, viz. Damel, T hcn ſaid Daniel, 
0 King, tive for ever, 

Though being a Prophet of God, and infpired by-his Spirit to write 
what he did write, the Teſtimony which he gives of himſelf be true ; 
and we may well believe that Daniel was a man highly favoured and be- 
loved of God, becauſe we find it thrice ſo written in this Book of his 
Propheſie; yet to confirm this we have the Teſtimony of his Contem- 
porary the Prophet Ezekze/,who in his 14th. Chap. thrice pives ham the 
2d. place among the three darling and choicely beloved ones of God, 
adtells us there of Noah, Dame!, 2nd Fob, thai they were men _ 
al 
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all others, moſt highly favoured of God: and moſt prevalent with him. 
Ard the precedency in his favour, which God gaye* this our Prophet, 
above the relt of his Fellows, appears molt plainly by the precedency 
which he gave him of th-m alli, in Prophecy and Revelations. 

The Revelations-and Prophefies of -the -other Prophets; were ti- 
mited az both to place and time. They extended no further than theJewiſh 
aation, or thoie that bordered about them, and were their oppreſlours, 
nor much beyond the time of Chriſt's appearing in the fleſh. But the 
Propheſies and Revelations of our Prophet Daniel, were neither limited 
by place or time : They extended to all parts of the World, and God 
was pleaſed to ſhew unto him. rhe riſe and fall of the Monarchys and Em- 
Pires thereof, and-they reach as far as the the end of time it ſelf. And 
he not only ſpeaks of Chriſts appearing in thefleſh in weakneſs and hu- 
mility, Ch. 9g. 26. But alſo of his ſecond coming in power and preat 
vlory with myriads of Angels to judge the world, Ch. 7. 10. 

Bur this our Prophet hath not only fer the Theory and the enlighting 
of our heads, revealed untous in his Writings, many an high and deep 
myſtery : But he hath here alſo,for our practice, and the ordering of our 
hands, given us in his life and converſation, many an excellent pattern 
of vertue and piety : I could commend to your imitation, 

1. The great-temperance and ſobriety which he ſhew?d in xefufing to 
feed on the Kings dainty diſhes, -and contenting himfelf only- with a 
Meſs of homely pulſe. Ch. 1. 

2. The great humility and felf-denial which: he ſhewed, in relying 
not on his own wit and knowledge , but by applying himfelf unto God' 
for ability, to reveal unto King MNebucchaanezar his fleeting and va- 
niſhed dreain, Ch. 2. 

3. The great fidelity and Heroick courage which he ſhewed in the 
execution of his Prophetical-office, by his fearleſs delivering of Gods 
Meſlage, unto two of the greateſt Monarchs in the World, Nebucchad- 
::02ar, Ch.4. and bis fon Belſhazar, Ch. 5. 

4. The great zeal and piety which he ſhewed in makingan open pro- 
{cſhcn of the true religion, and worſhip of God, when it was no leis 
then a mans life was worth, to be ſeen adoring any one, but an earthly 
Kirg, about the middle of this 6 Ch. 

But becauſe, it is moſt ſeaſonable and ſuits beft with the time, I ſhall 
cn!y now commend to your imitation , the great Loyalty, and obedi- 
ence which he ſhewed unto his King; manifeſted: by his behaviour, to- 
ward twoot the 4fſyrian, and two of the Perſian Monarchs. |

the Scriptures, and fee what the Saints and Holy Men of God have done. 
in time paſt. And if with the Noble Bereans, you give your ſelves to 


the ſearch of them , you will find the Prophets , Feremy ,  Ezechiet, 


Daniel in the Old Teſtament : Chriſt himſelf , St. Paul, St. Peter, 
adall the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians in the New , not caſting off 
their Obedience to their Lawful- Sovereigns, becauſe they were not 
Believers, and within the Covenant of Grace; but honouring, obeying 
and praying for them, though they were Heathen Men and Infidels. 

As an Heathen and Ethnick Prince is King Dariz here firſt ſet forth 
u0t0 us. 

a The ſecond is, that he was an utter Enemy. unto, and a Perſecu- 
tor of, the Church and choſen people of God. | 

Not onely an Alien from the Commonwealth of 1/-ael, but an utter 


' Enemy unto it ; one that kept Gods People in bondage and captivity, 


ms King Darizs : and yet forall this he is acknowledged by holy' Da- 
mel for his lawful Sovereign, honoured of him, and prayed for by him. 

And this will teach us (quite contrary to the Doctrine of the Con- 
care and the Claſſes): That Fidelity and Obedience is due from Chriſti- 
ats totheir Lawful Sovereigns, though they prove Oppreſlors of them ; 
load them heavy Burdens and Taxes, and keep them in Bondage 
add Slavery. 

The Prophet Feremy exhorts the 7ews in their Captivity to ſubmit to 
the Yoke of the King of Babylon : To ſtudy the Peace of his Govern- 
nent,and to pray for the life of him and his Sons, Fer.29.57. Baruch 1.11. 

The Apoſtle St. Paxl exhorts the Chriſtians at Rome to be ſubject to 
the Roman Emperours, though they were Tyrants and Perſecutors ; 
Ltt every Soul be ſnbje& to the Higher Powers, ſays he, Rom. 13.1.and he for- 
bids them there, Yerſ. 2. under no leſs penalty than Damnation, to 
nſe up againſt them, or reſiſt them. 

The perſon plac'd in Authority over us, may be an evil man; yet is 
not his Authority an evil, but a good thing ; the Ordinance of God, ſays 
i.Paul, and therefore propter Deum, for Gods ſake ;, becauſe he hath put 
tis Vizard on him, and made him his Repreſentative here on Earth, he is 
to be honoured, obeyed and ſupported, and in no caſe to be riſen up a- 
fanſt and reſiſted. 

Daniel, Ezechiel and the Captivated Jews honoured, obeyed and pray- 
« for the Aſſyrian and Perſian Monarchs, who kept them in Bondage and 
Captivity. The Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians honoured, obeyed 
adprayed for the Roman Emperours, who perſecuted them unto _

The Papiſts may teach us out of their Cannons and Necretals; and 
Presbyters out of their holy Covenant, That Kings and Princes. ate no 
farther to be honoured, obeyed and prayed for by the SubjeRts than they 
obey God, and are Profeſſors and Defenders of the true Religion ;/ but 
the Sacred - Scriptures. teach us otherwiſe ,:. and do'.not 'exempr. us 
f; cm obedience to our Lawful Sovereigns ;' no, /not: when they make 
evil Laws, deface Gods Worſhip, ard endeavour to force men to Ido- 
lairy. Indeed active and aQtuat obedience to the unjuſt Decrees of our 
Kings and Princes we may not, we mult not give; for this were to pre- 
fer Men in our aCtual' obedience before God, to ſubmit 'to- them, and 
rebel againſt him,directly to croſs the precepts and practice of our brave 
Leaders the blefſed Apoſtles, Afts 5.29. And-verntly.,. in evib and 1inpi- 
ous Commands,they obey the King beſt that diſobey hinrmoſt; and ar? 
his beſt Subjects, who are leaſt obſequious to.him.. King Sans Sould 
ers, whoin 1 Sam. 22. refuſed upon his Command to. ſlay the Prielt of 
the Lord.were better Subjects, and ſhewed greater love and Loyalty to- 
ward him than did Doeg the Edoiite, who by his ready obeying his Com- 
mand, drew on his Head the guilt of innocentibloud.” And: King H:- WM | 
roa*s Courtiers, As 12. who flattered and cry*d him ap for a.God, M 
were the worſt of Traitors, and occaſioned his miſerable death-and de- MW +

But though we may not perform the unlawful Commands of our law- W + 
fal Sovereigns ; yet profeſſions and proteſtations of Subjection and Sub- W p 
miſſion we muſt {till make them; and with patience, ſuffer we mult, MW 
what they ſhall be pleaſed toinflit on us ;; when we find, that we cannot WF 
witha good Conſcience, and with the falving of our obedience unto 
God, perform wuat they command. Holy 
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_ * Holy 'Dariet here refuſeth upon the Command of the King to make 


2n Idol'of him; 'and'to: pray unto him, bur yet ſtill acknowledged him 
for his SEvereign; continues Loyal tohim, and ceaſeth not to pray for 


tim, and'paticntly, ' without any reſiſtance, doth he ſubmit to the 
- puniſhment he was pleated to inflict on him. In like manner the Primij- 


tre Chriſtians refuſed to burn Incenſe to the Roman Emperours, or to 
fyear by their Gemins, but yet, pray they did for the ſucceſs of their 
Armies, Peace'of their. Empire, and the ſafety of their Perſons, and pa- 
tiently;' withoar the leaſt ſhew of reſiſtance (when ſufficiently armed 
nth defence) permitted they themſelves ro be cet in pieces by them. 

. When Ged ſtirs up the Spirit of Princes to make good Laws. he doth 
it St. Augaſtmme faith, for the Reformatiou ef thoſe thar are evil, an 
xhen he permits them to make evil Laws, he doth it for the probari- 
on and tryal of thoſe that are good; and unleſs God did ſometimes per- 
mit Princes to make evil Laws, to publiſh Decrees againſt his Sacred 


- Worſhip, How ſhould his True Worſhippers, ſuch as are fincere in his 


Service, be known anddiſtinguiſhed from other Men ? and therefore 2s 
&t. Paul faid of Herefies, 1Cor.11.19. we may fay of evil Princes, oforter 
ſe, they muſt be; ctherwife'how ſhall Gods true and faithful Servants 
te approved and manifeſted ? © Zf there had been” no Perſecutors of the 
Gurch, there had never been any Martyrs in the Church. : 
Men that Arm themſelves with Swords and Guns to oppoſe and make 
reſtance againſt the unlawful Decrees of their lawful Soverejgns, 'may 
talk much of the Proteſtanr Religion, ard boaſt of their great zeal to- 
mards it; 1 am ſure thetroly Antient,Cetholick,Chriſtian Religion allows 
Subjects ro make uſe of no other Weapons againſt their Tawful Sove- 
reiens than Prayers, Tears and Patjence ;' and their Religion (whate- 
ver they call it) is not the Chriſtian Religion, will not bring them 
where Chriſt is, and to Reign with him, unleſs it teaca them to do 25 
Chriſt did, ever: patiently to ſuffer for well domg. | 
As thefetter up of the falie Religion and a compeller of his Subjects 
to Soutrys is King D.rins,in the Third place here ſet forth unto us.

| [ti the Foorth, As the Anthor and Commander of DaxnicPs Death and 
Deſtruction. Daxiel being for his Wiſdom, and the excellent Spirit 
that was found in him, preferred by the King to be one of the Three 
Prefidents of the Kingdom. He is by his Fellow Preſidents and the reſt 
of the Princes, mightily envied, and becauſe they could not fault him 
concerning the Aﬀairs of the Kingdom, which he managed with Pru- 
dence, Fidelity and Equity, they (knowing him to be a Worſhipper - 
B 2 the 
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the tr1e-God) reſolve to make a ſnare of his Religion, and to entwap 
him by means of it ; and by their cunning infinuations and flatteries, 
they prevail ſo far upon the King, that they perſwvade him to make a 
Decree, That whoſoever ſhould offer any petition to God or Man, for the 
ſpace of thirty days, ſave of the King only, he ſhould be caſt into the grout 4 
Lis, Now this Decree of the Kine, being direttly oppoſite to S 
Holy Law, and to the ſecond Commandment, (wherein God hath. re- 
ſerved Religious Worſhip and Adoration ſolely unto himſelf) Dare! 
refuſed to obſerve : And contrary untoit, he in his Chamber, with the 
Windows open toward Feruſalem, three times a day, after his won- 
ted cuſtom, preſented his Supplications and Prayers unto Almighty 
God ;for which being accuſed by the Princes & condemned by the King, 
he is caſt into the Den of Lions. And being there miraculouſly preſer- 
ved of God, he doth.not upon his coming forth of it, complain of the 
hard meaſure that was ſhewn him, nor of the great injuſtice that was 
done unto him : Doth not revilethe King, and charge him withTyran- 
nies and Cruelties, but owns him for his Sovereign ſtill; gives him his 
due title of Honour, calls him, O X#ng, prays for his Life and Proſperi: 
ty, and wiſheth that he may live for ever. _ 

And in ſodoing he hath taught us, that no wrongs.and. injuries that 
are done us by our lawful Sovereigns, can exempt and diſcharge us from 
that Loyalty and Obedience which we owe unto them. The 1/raehites 
when cppreſſed and ſlain by King Pharaeh, rebelled not againſt him. Da- 
vid when perſecuted and purſued by King Saud would not pppoſe him, 
would not conſpire againſt him ; yea refuſed when: it lay in his power 
to take his life from him. Feremy when abuſed, ſhackled.and impriſor- 
ned by King Zedekiah, would not revolt from him, and fall to his Ene- 
mies the Chaldeans. T he Primitive Chriſtians when Maſſacred by Thou: 
fands, and cut in pieces by their perſecuting Emperours.could never be 
provoked by any of their Cruelties to joynſin any Conſpiracyor Rebellk 
en againſt them, but always prayed for them, and wiſht them good. 
fucceſs. 

When wrongs and injuries are done us by private perſons, we may 
fatcly uſe what lawſul means we think fit to right our ſelves; but when 
Kings, armed with Power and Authority from Heaven, oppreſsandin- 
jure us, we muſt not unſheath our Swords, but ſhew ſorth our Patience , 
and Icarn of our Maſter Chriſt Jeſus to be led like Seeep to the Slaught- 
eer.

not at all be prejudicial to your Souls, nor a blemiſh-to your Religion, 
ityou will but be pleaſed to obſerve in them theſe few ſhort Rules, and
